Commissioners’ Report. 


Lo the Inhabitants of Coos County, N. H..: | 


As required by law of the state to report the transactions 
of the county, we present this annual report together with the 
reports of the superintendent of the county farm and house 
of correction, physician, chapalin, sheriff, jailor, county solici- 
tor, clerk of the supreme court, auditors and county treasurer, 
for the year ending December 31, 1899. 

For the financial standing of the county, reference is 
made to the treasurer’s report, also to the other reports here- 
with submitted of the various departments to which they refer. 

We can but speak in terms of commendation of all con- 
_nected with the farm and alms house. Mr. and Mrs. Fuller, 
superintendent and matron, are ‘untiring in their efforts to 
make the poor as comfortable and happy as possible, and we 
believe that no institution within the state better cares for the 
poor than Coos County at its alms house, and at the lowest 
rate per week. 

The expenses of the county have been unusually large 
for the past year owing to increased pauper bills, improve- 
ments at the County Farm in the way of a large refrigerator 
and wood shed, and an increased water supply which we 
deemed necessary for the preservation of the property in case 
of fire and which was put in at an extra expense of about 
$700. Also an extra expense of about $750 for shingling 
and painting the Court House, and making sewer connections 
with the Jail and Court House. 

The costs in the Dean and Picot murder cases and all 
other criminal cases in our county have been extremely large 
for the past year, over which the county commissioners had 
no jurisdiction. 


- 
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The law passed by the legislature, 1899, making county 
houses, houses of correction throughout the state, for offences 
against the police of towns, we think is right. Since April 1 
all drunks and minor offences have been sent to the farm 
where the county has furnished prison suits for them at a cost 
of four dollars per, suit, and there has been furnished plenty 
of work for the prisoners to perform either at farm labor or 
cutting wood.

‘To the Commissioners of Coos County: 

IT have the honor to present to you the annual report of 
‘Fhe Coos County Poor Farm” and also a few remarks con- 
cerning it. At present the inmates are in good health, with 

-one or two exceptions. There have been no contagious nor 
infectious diseases the past year except one case of ‘*Typhoid”’ 
and an outbreak of ‘*Measles” with no serious results. This 
absence of contagious diseases, etc., is due in large measure 
to the very good sanitary condition of the alms house and also 
+o the perfect cleanliness preserved in and about the buildings, 
tinder the careful and efficient supervision of Mr. and Mrs. 
Fuller who are loved and respected by the inmates for their 
good care and kindness. The heating, lighting, ventilation, 
etc., are of the best and I consider it in all ways a model home. 
In the past year there have been an unusually small number 
of deaths, these being all elderly people. There have been 
only two births. They are as follows:
